Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
met with Diem while U.S. offi- 
cials and coup leaders worked 
to overthrow him. 


''It was an incredible case of 


duplicity on the part of the State 
Department," McCloskey told 
newsmen. 


He said he will try Wednesday 


to put the papers, which he said 
he assumes are working papers 
for the secret Pentagon study on 
Vietnam policy, on the public 


record at a House hearing on se- 
curity classifications. 


Meanwhile, Reps. John E. 


Moss. D-Calif.. chief architect of 
the Freedom of Information 
Act. and Ogden Reid, R-N.Y., 
announced they will file suit 
against Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird for release of 
the 47-volume Pentagon study. 


The government is trying to

ment, "History of the U.S. Deci- 
sion Making Process on Viet- 
nam Policy," already started by 
The New York Times and The 
Washington Post. 


McCloskey said the papers he 


has, show Robert F. Kennedy as 
the only ranking U.S. official in- 
dicating reservations on escala- 
tion of the war. 


The papers cover tenures of 


former Presidents John F. Ken- 
nedy and Lyndon B. Johnson. 


Kennedy's reservations came, 


McCloskey said, when the State 
Department was arguing that 
the United States could not save 
South Vietnam with Diem in 
power and the Pentagon ar- 
guing Diem was needed to rally 
South Vietnam. 


"Kennedy said if we can't win 


with Diem and we can't win 
without him then why don't we 
disengage," McCloskey said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - When 


Saul Greiman, a 68-year-old 
master plumber from San Fran- 
cisco, retired a little more than 
three years ago, it took him 
about six months to decide he 
wasn't cut out for the sedate 
life. So, he decided to become a 
Peace Corps volunteer. 


He learned the Peace Corps 


was looking for plumbers when 
he saw a television commercial 
in Mexico, where he was then 
living. 


It took the Peace Corps two 


years to accept him, but when it 
did, Saul's quiet retirement was 
finished. He was sent to teach 
plumbing in Caava Vocational 
School for teen-age boys at 
Valle de Angeles, 30 miles from 
the capital city of Tegucigalpa, 
Honduras. Now he's training a 
Honduran who will take over as 
the instructor when the two- 
year assignment is up. 


Like the elderly Greiman, 


Ruth Bell, 54, of Lexington, Ky., 
Ethel Copeland, 65, Dallas, and 
Meg Simpson, 63, Galesburg, 
Mich., are Peace Corps volun- 


teers. All have found new lives 
serving as nurses in Baghlan, 
Afghanistan.

Vocational School Growing Pains 


Recent developments remind us that 


an undertaking as ambitious and im- 
portant as the enlargement of the 
pioneering Wisconsin system 
of 


vocational and technical schools to 
embrace the whole state for enrollment 
and taxing purposes is not easily or 
quickly completed. The state-wide 
vocational school system was enacted by 
the legislature six years ago. Following 
a period intentionally reserved for 
preparation and planning and ac- 
ceptance of local taxpayers everywhere 
in the state of the idea of universal tax 
liability for such a program, the state 
board of vocational education about 
three years ago presented a district 
organization map. 


After infinitely laborious con- 


sultations with hundreds of local groups 
and local government officers, the board 
ordered a mapping that suggested 18 
districts, no doubt aware that amend- 
ments and concessions and territorial 
exchanges would be inevitable over a 
period of years. 


Now it has concluded that in the most 


difficult section of the state with respect 
to school organization, which is the 
geographical half of the state in 
northern counties the original ap- 
portionment of population and tax 
valuations is not acceptable to local 
residents, or in the view of the state 
supervising 
agency, 
capable 
of 


delivering the diversity and quality of 
vocational training opportunities the 
legislature intended to put within the 
reach of all who desire them. 


On 
the 
face. of 
it, 
this 


acknowledgment of failure is disap- 
pointing. It will necessarily delay 
program development and facilities in 
the zone of the state that needs them 
most. 


But the officers at Madison had no 


reasonable alternative. They were 
confronted with the inevitability of 
continued proposals for gerrymandering 
and territorial juggling that could have 
no other result than to deny the promise 
that the legislature held out to northern 
Wisconsin citizens and young people half 
a dozen years earlier. 


Meanwhile, there are meaningful 


developments with respect to the 
financing foundation of the vocational 
program that promise to strengthen it 
significantly. The new state budget as a 
whole may be modified considerably 
before it becomes law. But there has 
been no significant resistance to its 
policy adjustment on fixing the cost 
liability for vocational training service. 
The move is toward less dependence 
upon the property tax, which is a frail 
reed everywhere in Wisconsin and 
especially unreliable in the nortnland, 
through more state treasury support. 
The plan is to move toward 60 per cent 
state financing in 1973. This is in the 
spirit of state policy which has always 
assumed full state responsibility for all 
other post-high school programs, such as 
the far more costly state universities. 


The state board has been fortunate 


during this 6-year period of historic 
evolution of its program to have had 
earnest, courageous and able men and 
leaders. Philip Lerman and Joseph Noll 
made especially crucial contributions to 
its work. Mr. Noll, a Kenosha 
businessman, is now retiring from board 
service. He will return to private life 
with the proud knowledge that he made a 
lasting contribution to one of the im- 
portant Wisconsin public education 
advances of this century.

Housing and the Administration 


There is no way to get away from the 


suspicion that at least the time of the 
Justice Department's suit against the St. 
Louis suburb of Black Jack, Missouri, 
was planned to try to balance the ap- 
parent impotence or lack of interest by 
the Nixon Administration in providing 
for low income housing. 


It was six months ago that Secretary 


George Romney of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
referred the Black Jack case to the 
Justice Department. Nothing was done. 
But now Attorney General John Mitchell 
has charged that a Black Jack City 
Council adopted zoning ordinance which 
would prevent the construction of the 
Park View Heights Development, 
proposed as a racially integrated low 
housing project, was racially motivated 
and that his department will not coun- 
tenance such moves. Mr. Mitchell ex- 
plained that the difference between 
racial and economic motivation, the 
latter upheld by President Nixon's 
statement, would have to be determined 
in each case by "the intentions of the 
parties involved, their statements and 
actions taken." Currently eight other 
suits are being filed by the Justice 
Department 
charging 
racial 


discrimination in sale or rental of 
housing units. 


There could be some argument of 


logic in the timing of the Justice 
Department move. Until President 
Nixon had determined exactly how his 
administration was going to adjudicate 
the wide differences of opinion about 
encouraging low cost and racially in- 
tegrated housing in suburban areas, 
such a suit might conceivably be 
shelved. This may have been especially 
so because of what has been reported to 
be the dispute between Secretary 
Romney and Mr. Mitchell. Some sort of 
agreement had to be reached if both men 
were to stay in the administration. 


Now it will be interesting to see how 


fervently the Justice Department 
conducts such suits and what the court 
decisions will be. Mr. Mitchell lost in his 
efforts to slow down desegregation 
moves in southern school districts. 
Somehow it's hard to believe that his 
personal views about giving segregated 
areas more time to integrate as in- 
dicated by Justice Department actions 
have changed. 


But if the move against Black Jack is 


primarily political it is not likely to have 
much impact. Tokenism isn't acceptable 
to any people who feel discrimination. 


The High View of Marriage 


Pre-marital living together is 


becoming increasingly common and the 
question seems appropriate in the month 
of June whether the wedding ceremony 
itself is necessary for such couples, 


Without discussing the various im- 


plications and moral questions con-

arrangements, it is interesting to note

permanent often have weddings. The 
reasons, according to some New York 
clergymen and social commentators, 
are noteworthy. 


The marriage ceremony publicly 


demonstrates before the world a desire 
to stay together because of a mutual 
love. The pomp and traditional trap- 
pings going with the ceremony em- 


phasize the commitment being made 
and the fact that the arrangement is not 
an experiment, the commentators feel. 
Also mentioned is the celebration aspect 
of a wedding, because it marks the most 
important decision an individual can 
make. 


Those reasons assume a high view of 


marriage, something which might be 
considered on the decline because of the 
number of couples living together 
without benefit of clergy or judge. Yet if

Review of Proceedings 


Now what this triumph of 


"investigative reporting" (a 
strange description of having 
a truckload of documents 
dumped on your doorstep) 
does provide is a case-study of 
contingency planning, using 
entirely second- and third- 
echelon sources.

Bombings Often Discussed 
What did exist in 1964 was 


general agreement at the 
second and third echelons of 
the relevant agencies that 
bombing North Vietnam was a 
sound policy. There was 
nothing new about the idea of 
using air power to "punish" 
Hanoi. It had been included as 
a possible option in General 
Taylor's report to President 
Kennedy back in 1961 and 
popped up regularly in the 
years subsequent. The ad- 
vocates of air strikes were a 
strange united front: the Air 
Force and Navy because they 
believed it would be effective, 
and others from the armed 
services who were pessimistic 
about its effectiveness, but 
looked on it as an alternative 
to a "land war in Asia." It was 
also argued from another 
quarter that bombing the 
North would stiffen morale in 
Saigon 
and 
affirm 
the 


credibility 
of American 


commitments. 


But there is no evidence 


whatsoever that President 
Johnson had made up his mind 
one way or the other before 
November, 1964. In fact, he 
hadn't. He was hung up be- 
tween two basic commit- 
ments: one to peace, and the 
other to limiting Communist 
aggression.

— Heart specialists say dogs 
that inhale cigarette smoke be- 
came far more susceptible to 
the kind of chaotic heart beat 
that is a leading cause of sud- 
den death in humans. 


"These results," the scientists 


said, "are of interest in view of 
;he increased incidence of sud- 
den death in coronary patients 
who are heavy smokers." 


Cigarette smoking has long 


aeen implicated as a risk factor 
in the development of coronary 
leart disease. Sudden death— 
the person who "drops dead" or 
dies shortly after the onset of an 
attack, often before' (reaching a 
hospital is particularly frequent 
among heavy cigarette smok- 
ers. 


Most of these cases of sudden 


death are believed to be caused 
by a condition known as ventri- 
cular fibrilation, w h e n the 
heart rhythm goes widely out of 
control.
